flimsy term, but it might be defined 
by the generel statement'that a do- 
cument is any publication printed 
at government expense, either fed- 
eral, state, city, county or town. 


School Material Extensive 


The files in the library contain 


series, many of which are complete, 
of federal state and English .re- 
ports, periodicals, indexes, proceed- 
ings and patents. 
Systmatic col- 


lection has been' confined to docu- 
ments of English-speaking conn- 
tries, but the library has 'obtained 
a large number of Mexican and 
South American public documents. 


As for state documents, the li- 


brary's collection of -public school 
material is one of the most extens- 
ive ami important of its kind in the 
country. 
This material represents 


the documents of every state in the 
Union. 


While it deals with a period more 


recent than that dealt with by the 
school documents, the society's lab- 
or collection is 
nearly " equal 
in 


value to the other. The railroad .and, 
finance material is also of unusal 
order. 


English Debates of 1066 


In the JBritish files one may find 


the debates in parliament as far 
back as 1066 as compiled by Will- 
iam Cobbett in the early part of 
the nineteenth century. The library 
also has some rare old volumes of 
proceedings and debates many of 
which were the source of Co.bbett's 
compilation. 


The society issued a Checklist of 


Wisconsin public documents as they 
are published each month. This list 
is distributed throughout tne state 
and country and may serve as a 
catalogue to the libraries and indi- 
viduals that wish to obtain the 
state documents therein listed;

Richard Magoon, 


Pioneer, First To 


Suggest Society 


The advisability of - establishing 


a territorial historical society- in 
the -State of Wisconsin was first 
suggested in 1845 by Richard H. 
Magoon, a pioneer of what is now 
LaFayette County. 


The purpose of such an organiz- 


ation was to collect from the pion- 
eers then alive, such facts in regard 
to the early history of Wisconsin, 
as they might possess, as well as to 
treasure up those concerning the 
future. 


In October of 1846 the members 


of the first State Constitutional 
convention organized a historical 
society; but beyond the holding of 
a meeting two years later, nothing 
was done. 
Although the society 


was reorganized in 1849 and sever- 
al meetings were held, nothing 
more of importance was achieved 
except, the acquisition of the 50 
volumes made by Dr. Lyman Cope- 
land Draper, who was brought here 
from Philadelphia. 


Under the vigorous management. 


of this enthusiat, who had ;been 
elected1 the society's secretary and 
executive officer, .the organization 
began to make rapid strides. 


For want of Library space, the 


greater part of the acquisitions 
were stored in Draper's 'residence 
until, in 1855, a small room in the 
local 'Baptist church was pressed 
into use.. About 11 years later the 
entire institution—library, portrait 
gallery and 
museum—was .' moved 


by authority of the legislature to 
quarters especially prepared for it 
'in the then new south wing of the 
capitol. 


When Dr. Draper resigned from 


his position in the society at the 
close of 1886, the library had be- 
come one of the most important re- 
iference collection west of the Alle- 
-ghames. 


Called upon to select his own 


successor, Draper 
chose Reuben 


Gold Thwaites, at 'that time, con- 
nected with the Wisconsin State 
Journal. 
The government of the 


institution could hatfe fallen into 
no better hands, both because of 
the 
scholarly 
ability 
of 
Dr. 


• Thwaites, and because of his many 
charming traits 
which 
endeared 


him .to all with whom he came in 
contact. 


Funds to erect tho new library 


building were given by the legisla- 
ture and the structure was finally 
completed and the collection moved 
: into it in 1900. 
Onljr a short time 


later the eapitol, which had for so 
long housed the society's collection, 
.was burned. 
'.•' Dr. Joseph Schafer, the present 
[superintendent, came to the insti- 
gation from the University of Ore- 
igon, but he was a Wisconsin man, 
and is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity.

One of the most important col- 


lections in the .possession of the so- 
ciety is a set of 5,000 Dutch books 
given in 1868 by Mrs. Nils Otto 
Tank of Green Bay.

lower campus where this bookcase 
is'kept can alsb;be found the. inter- 
esting old carriage owned by Dan- 
iel Webster.

Labors ought never to look on themselves 


as- independent of their superiors. If is ex- 
tremely dangerous to encourage such infatua- 
tion as you promote in a commercial state like 
ours where perhaps seven-eights of the popu- 
lation have little or no property. 
The cure of 


the disease which is now undermining our pub- 
lic -will never be completed until our organized 
business men have destroyed the trades unions, 
established everywhere open shops, and until 
our industrial laborers are contented to .work 
for six days of ten hours each, for about the 
sum which they now earn in four. 


I am not sure that we should not institute a 


movement for the establishment of a twelve 
•hour day because it is 'becoming more and 
more clear that in proportion with the lower 
orders are given higher wages, shorter hours 
and better conditions of employment, they be- 
come more and more the victims of irrespon- 
sible, and dangerous agitators.
